i To the Citizens of Brazos County: 
In making my announcement for 
the office of County Judge of Bra sos 
County, Texas, I feel it nothing but 
proper and right that the citizens of 
my county should know something of 
the man for whom they are request 
ed to vote, and his qualifications to 
fill the office. 
Therefore, I respect­ 
f u l l y submit to the voters of this 
, County some of my qualifications for 
said office. 
With your permission I beg leave 
to state that I have been a citizen 
of the state 
of 
Texas thirty-three 
years, and of Brazos County twenty 
, years. 
I am forty-four years old, 
and have spent practically half of 
my life in this city. I married a Braz­ 
os County girl, and have reared my 
family in the city of Bryan. 
I am a graduate of the law depart­ 
ment of the University of Texas, hav­ 
ing both the Bachelor of Law's degre-1 
and the M aster of Law Degree. 
I 
have been actively engaged in the 
practice of law1, since June 1898, twen­ 
ty-two years, twenty years of which 
have been in this county. I was elect­ 
ed county attorney of this county in 
1906, and served the county in that 
capacity for a number of years, after 
which I retired from office, declining 
to make the race for re-election, and 
resumed the practice of law in Bryan. 
When our country entered the great 
worldwide w ar I was placed in charge 
o+ the filling out of all questionnaires 
for the citizens of this county. As to 
how well that work was performed I 
will leave it for you to say. 
I was 
then made Government Appeal Agent 
for this county, handling all appeals 
m atters with reference to the classi­ 
fication of the citizens for the war, 
acting at the same time as chairman 
of the Legal Advisory Boai'd in all 
m atters pertaining to the war. 
In 
August 1918 I became a member of 
the Local Exemption Board of this 
county, and served throughout the re­ 
mainder of the war as chairman of 
said board. 
I again submit to you for 
your consideration 
and 
good judg­ 
ment as to the manner in which I 
handled these im portant and try ing 
positions pertaining to the war. 
In view of the fact that all m atters 
pertaining to the adm inistration of 
the affairs of this county are govern­ 
ed solely by the laws of this state 
as passed by the legislature, it oc­ 
curs to me th at for one to properly 
adm inister the affairs of this county 
as its County Judge thqt he should 
be a man learned in the law. While it 
is true that the jurisdiction of the 
County Court of this County in the 
trial of civil and criminal cases has 
been transferred to the D istrict Court, 
yet the County Court, over which your 
County Judge presides, still retains 
the jui’isdiction over the probating of 
all Mills and the adm inistration of 
all estates, no m atter hou small nor 
how large, and 
the 
court still has 
jurisdiction over 
all 
condemnation 
proceedings, 
trials 
pertaining 
to 
lunacy m atters; that it is the duty 
of the County Judge, upon proper 
application, to appoint adm inistrators 
of estates, pass upon applications for 
all orders pertaining to the said ad­ 
m inistration of said estate, approve 
all bonds, and to perform many other 
im portant legal duties connected Mith 
the affairs of the citizens 
of 
this 
County. 
W ithout a knoM’ledge of the 
laws of this State, and without being 
trained along legal lines I am a t a 
loss to understand how the affairs 
pertaining to the estates, all of which 
have to pass through 
the 
County 
Court at one time or other, can be 
properly and correctly handled. 
I respectfully submit that in addi­ 
tion to the m atter mentioned above 
that in all sittings of the Commis­ 
sioners' Court said Court is confi-ont- 
ed oftentimes M’ith the most difficult 
questions of laM% for their solution 
before they can properly adm inister 
the affairs of this county, and M a h ­ 
out a man at the head of said Court 
who has some knowledge of the law, 
I respectfully submit th at the said 
Court, M'ithout legal advice from some 
source, M'ould be at sea, as to how to 
proceed further. 
Every duty incum­ 
bent upon the Commissioners’ Court 
and County Judge of this County is 
governed entirely by statute, and is 
oftentimes susceptible of many con­ 
structions, Mhich are placed upon it by 
the Higher Courts of this State, and 
it takes a legal mind to ascertain just 
w hat the Court has authority to do, 
and just what acts they are au th o rize 
to perform , and with a man a t the 
head of said Court who is a lawyer 
the Commissioners’ Court ought not 
to have any trouble in properly solv­ 
ing the many 'problems confronting 
them. 
The Commissioners’ Court, together 
M’ith the County Judgq, sits as a 
Board of Equalization once a year for 
the purpose of equalizing the prop­ 
erty values of the County in order 
that each citizen may pay his pro 
rata part to his State and County. 
In th :s connection, I wish to submit 
to the people of this county that there 
is no section or community of the 
county from the mouth of the Nava­ 
sota River where it empties into the 
Big Brazos on the South to the tract 
of land lying in the extreme north 
end of the county where the San An­ 
tonio road crosses the Navasota river 
that is not perfectly fam iliar to me, 
from tho fact that I have, at some 
time or otln-r, been called upon in 
the capacity of a suneyor to survey 
the land in the various communities. 
I ain constantly engaged in visiting 
every section of the county and am 
fam iliar Mith the land values of every 
section of this county, and believe 
that I am in as good a position to 
pass upon the value of same as any 
one. 
I am strongly in favor of good 
roads, and a bond issue for the pur­ 
pose of building them, however, in 
the es ent of my cli lion, I will not
